‘The Americans have extended the 
bridgehead to a length of about 94 
miles,” it said, adding that both 
sides had brought up fresh batteries, 
including very heavy ones.

Allied Communiqué 


Yesterday's Allied communiqué 
stated:— 

The Allies’ bridgehead across the 
Rhine has been extended. against 
increasing - enemy resistance to a 
depth of four miles and length of 
ten miles.
